Dr.  Brandenburg  Is 
Appointed  New  Dean 

Has  Commendable  Record 
Depicting  Capability 
Position  Demands. 


Dr.  William  A.  Brandenburg  be¬ 
gan  his  new  duties  as  denn  of  the 
College  faculty  on  September  l.His 
appointment,  made  by  the  Board 
of  Regents  of  Northwest  Missouri 
State,  was  announced  by  President 
J.  W.  Jones  during  the  summer. 
Before  coming  here,  Dr.  Branden¬ 
burg  was  dean  at  William  Woods 
College,  Pulton. 

He  went  to  William  Woods  as 
dean  of  the  faculty  in  1940  from  a 
position  as  history  instructor  at 
Ohio  State  University.  In  1941,  ho 
was  named  dean  of  the  college,  an 
executive  position  he  held  until  this 
fall,  except  for  a  period  of  active 
military  service  from  January,  1943, 
to  September,  1946. 

Served  in  Marine  Corps 

Enlisting  as  a  private  in  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps,  he 
rose  to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant 
after  overseas  duty  in  the  South 
Pacific,  Australia  and  Panama.  He 
received  a  Navy  letter  of  commen¬ 
dation.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
USMC  Reserve  (inactive)  and  the 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  Officers  As¬ 
sociation  as  well  as  the  American 
Legion  and  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars. 

A  Ph.  D.  dissertation  on  “Rus- 
sian-American  Relations  Since 
World  War  I"  covering  the  period 
when  Soviet  Russia  was  riot  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  United  States  govern¬ 
ment  led  t->  Dr.  Brandenburg's  ma¬ 
jor  field  of  study  in  Russian-Amer- 
ican  relations  and  has  been  the 
theme  of  much  of  his  speaking 
schedule  at  service  clubs,  churches 
and  other  organizations  during  the 
past  few  years. 

Knows  European  Problems 

In  the  summer  of  1949,  Dr.  Bran¬ 
denburg  was  the  representative  of 
William  Woods  College  at  the  Mid- 
West  Seminar  on  International  Re¬ 
lations  in  Haslev,  Denmark,  pre¬ 
siding  frequently  in  the  absence  of 
the  director. 

Educators  from  10  European 
countries  met  with  those  from 
midwestern  American  colleges  to 
engage  in  a  six  weeks’  study  of 
reconstruction  problems  in  Europe. 
Dr.  Brandenburg  observed  at  first 
hand  the  educational  systems 
of  the  Scandanavian  countries 
on  trips  into  Norway,  Sweden,  and 
Denmark.  He  also  studied  those 
of  Prance,  Germany  and  Belgium. 

Directs  Educational  Programs 

After  the  war,  Dr.  Brandenburg 
directed  the  development  of  the 
general  education  program  of  broad 
basic  studies  in  four  major  fields 
of  learning  for  liberal  arts  and 
pre-professional  students,  now  in 
effect  at  William  Woods  College. 
He  is  vice  president  of  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Association  of  Junior  Col¬ 
leges  and  past  vice  president  of  the 
North  Central  Council  of  Junior 
Colleges. 

His  doctorate  was  awarded  by 
(the  University  of  Colorado.  Pre¬ 
viously,  he  had  taught  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  and 
had  received  his  B.  S.  and  M.  S.  at 
Kansas  State  Teachers  College, 
Pittsburg,  Kansas. 

Family  Is  With  Ilim 

Dr.  Brandenburg  has  been  an 
elder  of  the  First  Christian  Church 
of  Pulton,' a  Mason,  and  a  Rotarian. 
Hp  is  a  charter  member  of  Phi 
Si&ma  Epsilon  and  a  past  national 
president  of  the  fraternity.  His 
honorary  societies  are  Kappa  Del¬ 
ta  Pi  and  Phi  Mu  Alpha.  He  is 
married  and  has  two  children,  Ann 
Avery,  6,  and  William  Aaron,  III, 
2  Vi.' 

Mrs.  Brandenburg  is  a  gradu:e 
of  Iowa  State  Teachers  College  and 
has  done  graduate  work  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  and  North¬ 
western  University.

*  The  overall  size  of  the  building 
will  be  78  feet  in  width  east  and 
west,  and  148  feet  in  length  north 
nnd  south.  The  building  will  be 
two  stories  high  with  a  part  base¬ 
ment  under  the  northwest  portion 
There  will  be  two  entrances  on  the 
west  side,  that  near  the  north  end 
of  the  building  being  a  service  and 
delivery  entrance  with  access  to  a 
basement  under  this  portion  of 
Lhe  building  for  storage  space  and 
additional  mechanical  equipment. 

Will  Have  Big  Dining  Room 

The  east  front  of  the  building 
will  have  two  entrances  located  to¬ 
ward  the  north  and  south  ends  of 
the  building,  giving  access  to  .two 
stairs  to  the  second  floor. 

The  main  central  feature  of  the 
first  floor  will  be  in  the  dining 
room  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
about  200  persons.  On  each  side  of 
this  there  will  be  an  auxiliary  din¬ 
ing  room  seating  about  60.  which 
can  be  used  separately  for  diniag  or 
other  purposes  by  means  of  fold¬ 
ing  partitions,  or  thrown  together 
with  the  main  dining  room.  Im¬ 
mediately  behind  the  central  din¬ 
ing  room  will  be  located  the  serv¬ 
ing  counter,  arranged  for  two  lines 
to  converge,  at  the  center,  thence 
to  enter  the  dining  room. 

May  Serve  900  Meals 

The  kitchen  is  located  behind  the 
counter  and  serving  space.  It  will 
oe  equipped  with 'all  the  facilities 
necessary  for  the  preparation  and 
serving  of  about  900  meals  per  day, 
if  necessary.  The  service  and  de¬ 
livery  entrance,  previously  mention¬ 
ed,  is  located  at  north  end  of  the 
kitchen  with  connection  to  the 
snack  bar,  stairs,  and  dumbwaiter. 
The  latter  serves  basement  supply 
storage),  first  floor  kitchen  and 
snack  bar,  nnd  second  floor  service 
kitchen.  Also  provided  are  facili¬ 
ties  for  handling  and  storage  of 
supplies,  disposal  of  garbage,  offices 
for  dietitian  and  snack  bar  man¬ 
agement,  etc.  Toilet  and  locker 
i  oems  are  provided  for  kitchen  help, 
as  well  as  toilet  rooms  for  students 
of  both  sexes. 

The  remaining  space  at  the  south 
end  of  the  building-  is  given  to  a 
large  room  about  19  by  30  feet  for 
recreation,  meetings  and  other  stu 
aent  activities. 

.  Will  lie  Entertainment  Center 

The  principal  feature  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  floor  will  be  a  large  central 
lounge>  which  may  be  used  for  dan 
ces,  entertainments  or  other  stu¬ 
dent  activities.  At  each  end  there 
will  be  n  Vmiltl-purpose  room  which 
enn  be  opened  into  the  main  room 
or  used  separately. 

The  remainder  of  the  second 
floor  will  be  occupied  by  four  mul¬ 
ti-purpose  rooms  of  various  sizes 
lor  student  activities,  one  of  which

President  Presents 
Purposeof  College 

First  Term  Assembly  Has 
Representatives  From 
Churches. 

In  tlio  first  fall  ascmbly  at  Nbrth- 
west  Missouri  State  Wednesday, 
September  13,  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  pre- 
ident  of  the  College,  said  that  stu¬ 
dents  should  highly  resolve  to  be 
known  for  quality. 

Led  by  Max  Kinney,  student  body 
president,  the  program  included  the- 
introduction  of  the  ministers  of  the 
churches  of  Maryville.  Dr.  Jones 
and  Dr.  Aruthur  Raeside,  Presby¬ 
terian  minister,  were  the  main 
speakers. 

"This  College  believes  in  the  co¬ 
operation  with  the  church  organiza¬ 
tions,"  stated  the  President.  He  also 
stressed  the  tlg-ee  aims  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  in  making  its  graduates  “qual¬ 
ity  products." 

The  first  purpose  is  to  give  the 
student  "training  beyond  pure  ex¬ 
perience”  and  to  allow  him  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  degree  of  culture.  Dr.  Jones 
believes  the  accomplishment  of  this 
purpose  would  show  the,  high  qual¬ 
ity  of  work  between  the  students  and 
the  faculty. 

“To  create  an  environment  in 
which  you  may  live  happily  while 
you  prepare  your  vocation”  was  ci¬ 
ted  as  purpose  of  the  functions  of  the 
administration.  Responsibility  of 
the  school  to  furnish  the  country 
with  its  badly  needing  teaching  stall 
was,  in  President  Jones’  opinion,  the 
third  purpose  of  the  College. 

Dri  Raeside  Speaks 

Dr.  Raeside  spoke  as  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  churches  of  Mary¬ 
ville.  He  declared  that  in  a  time 
such  as  the  present,  when  the  hu¬ 
man  individual  feels  insecure  and 
unsure  about  the  future,  churches 
can  be  of  most  help. 

With  the  threat  of  military  ser¬ 
vice  and  disrupted  lives,  the  minis¬ 
ter  believes  that  n  strong  philosophy 
of  life,  an  unequivocal  faith,  is  es¬ 
sential  to  maintaining  our  demo¬ 
cratic  form  of  living. 

New  Dean  Is  Introduced 

Dean  W-  A-.  Brandenburg,  new 
dean  of  the  College  faculty,  was 
nlso  introduced  at  the  assembly. 
Several  announcements  were.  made. 
Dr.  Jones  reported  that  there  is  a 
decrease- of  about-52  students  in  the 
fall  enrollment  as  compared  with 
last  year.  More  have  been  expect¬ 
ed  to  enroll  during  the  past  week. 

Regarding  the  Student  Union  pro¬ 
ject,  the  President  said  that  action 
will  be  taken  October  10  when  the 
Board  of  Regents-  will  accept  con¬ 
struction  bids.  He  promised  to  in¬ 
form  the  student  body  of  all  the  lat¬ 
est  developments.

Construction  Bids  for 
Student  Union  Building

will  connect  with  a  small  chapel. 

In  addition,  the  second  floor  will 
contain  two  offices  for  the  staff, 
women’s  toilet  and  powder  room, 
men’s  toilet,  store  rooms  and  a  ser¬ 
vice  room  with  kitchenette.  Tills 
will  connect  with  service  room  and 
entrance  on,  the  first  floor  by 
means  of  a  stairway  and  dumbwait¬ 
er. 

Exterior  Will  Be  Brick 

Tlie  construction  will  be  with 
masonry  exterior  bearing  walls 
faced  with  brick  similar  to  the 
campus  buildings  with  modest  a- 
mount  of  stone  trim.  The  interior 
construction  will  have  steel  columns 
and  girders  with  steel  floor  joists 
supporting  concrete  floor  slabs. 
Partitions  will  be  hollbw  tile  plas¬ 
tered  except  in  kitchen  and  toilets, 
where  they  will  be  glazed  structural 
tile. 

Finished  floor  on  the  first  floor 
will  be  asphalt  tile  except  in  kitchen 
and  Service  portions,  whre  they  will 
be  of  cement  and  ii\  toilets,  first 
and  second  floor,  floors  will  be-  of 
ceramio  tile.  The  entire  second  floor, 


except  in  toilet  rooms,  will  be-  wood, 
block  flooring  cemented  directly  to 
the  concrete  floor  slabs. 

Ceilings  in  general  will  be  plastered 
except  in  dining  rooms  and  cafe¬ 
teria  on  the  first  floor  and  lounge 
and  connecting  adjacent  rooms  on; 
second  floor  which  will  be  acoustical 
tile  on  steel  supports  suspended 
from  overhead  construction. 

Steam  Heat  Will  be  Used 

Interior  finish,  doors  and  other 
finish  will  be  wood.  Exterior  win¬ 
dows  will  have  steel  sash  set  in  wood 
frames.  The  two  stairways  to  the 
second  floor  will  be  of  steal  con¬ 
struction  with  treads  and  risers  of 
precast  terrazzo  and  ornamental 
iron  railings. 

Heating  will  be  steam  by  means 
of  direct  radiation  with  steam  sup¬ 
ply  from  steam  main  in  ■  adjacent 
pipe  tunnel.  Exhaust  ventilation 
will  be  provided  for  the  kitchen. 

The  construction  of  the  building 
will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  architects,  Walter  Boschen-  of 
St.  Joseph  and  Emil  O.  Bayerl.of 
Kansas  City.  In  addition,  the  Col¬ 
lege-will  provide  a  superintendent 
of  construction  who  will  be  avail¬ 
able  at  all  times-  and  who  will  be 
under  the-  direction  of  the  archi¬ 
tects.
